Hindustan or from Hnml. The largest 
dppositH wen; found in Gok-imda, in tlm 
Hyderabad territory, and in MimW '!«'- 
raes, in lJmr.il. Tbe African discmvne.s 
first .showed seicniilic men what tho 
origin and native place of the diamond 
really were. In tlm Indian and Bva/ilian 
ilelda it was plainly not native tn tbo 
soil and was picked up out of cliffrriiiK 
formations. In ttmth Africa it was 
found inarotten ruck, apparently form- 
ing part of Urn earth's cniFt, and not n 
mere Hupi-Jlli-inl deposit, as tlm others 
hud been. Tim great mines in this re- 
lion, according to a correspondent of 
the hondon Standard, arc situated with- 
in a rirclo about 3>cj miles in diameter.
